ADVICE TO BEET GROWERS 



Cautioned Against Signing Any Contract 
That is Not Fair 

The following has been received Ity 
A. J, Piper, Secretary of the Beet 
Growers association in regard to con- 
tracts for tTio coming season: 
I 1 called the Pope Sugar Company on 
phone in regard to contract for beets. 
They aaid they would take on some 
more acreage, but were fairly well 
contracted up for this season. 

I asked them on what terms they 
would contract, and they aaid on the 
same terms the other two companies 
contracts called for, and insisted on no 
other terms would they contract, and 
did not core if thay got any beeta 
grown in Wisconsin or not, which goes 
to prove without a doubt that all the 
companies are combined and going to 
work with but one end in view, and 
tnat is to smash the beet organization, 
and we will have to use strenuous ef- 
forts to hold the growers in line, and 
keep our association aliye. I am con- 
fident if the growers will hold firm, 
that we will win out in the end. and 
before the grass begins to grow in the 
spring. I have before me a contract 
of the Wisconsin company, which is: 
the same aa the Kock Co., which ia 
entirely favorable toward the beet com- 
panies, and the grower has no show for 
hia life; so to apeak.

Fire of unknown origin destroyed the 
Johnson.Smith Feedwarehouse and raii- 
roal yards at Zion City Sunday after-' 
noon, entailing a loss of about $10,000, 
covered by insurance. Inadequate wa- 
ter pressure endangered the factory 
district Northwestern and Western 
Union wires to the number of a hun- 
dred were burned off the poles, cri'ppling 
service between Milwaukee and Chica- 

The building destroyed was on'ginal- 
ly the Zion City Plaining Mill and wa? 
the first building for factory use ever 
erected in the city when Dowie founded 
it many years ago. It stood right south 
of the Zion depot west of the, North- 
western tracks, 

Th Johnson Smith company owned 
the business but the buildings were 
owned by Hiram Ferry, Sr.. and his 
Bona, Hiram and James, and the- estate 
of Edward Ferry. 

The buildings destroyed included ore; 
Feed house proper, small ice houaef 
coal sheds, small bam. 

The bam was used by Johnson & 
Stewart liverymen and they managed 
to get their six horses from the stable 
before it caught fire.

SuGz, — Sorao timo. during tho night 
wo must hftvo started, but bo gently 
had ^0 slid along at fractional spood 
that until I raised my head and looked 
out I had not realized the fact.

This glided 
nionotonouBly by until I grow tired of 
looking nt It, and got up. 

After brfeakfaot, however, I found 
that tho sand bank had various attrac- 
tions all lis own, says Stowart 13, 
Whito In Harper's Magazine.

LOAD or GRAIN 

Enroute home from McHenry whith- 
er he had taken a load of wheat to be 
ground into flour Thursday, Feb. 13, 
George Kneasley, one of the best known 
men of Warren township, toppled over 
dead on the load as his team was trudg- 
ing along near Grayslake. His friend 
and neighbor, Henry Taylor, saw him 
keel over and. stopping his team, which 
was right behind Kneasley's, he rushed 
to the latter's waiton, stopped the 
Kneasley team and jumping on the load 

ijour, was'Shocked to find Kneasley 
was dead'.' 'His. discovery, not being 
made until after he ha3 ' ree;:hGd-,the 
Kneasley home after having ridden for 
seven miles sittlngalongsldehisfriend's 
dead body, believing all the time that 
he was merely sleeping. 

This sudden and unexpected ending of 
a man who had never been sick a day 
In his life, who was the picture of 
health, weighing 260 pounds, created a 
shock to the mind of Taylor which he 
had difficulty overcoming* 

It was the most unusual sight people 
along the old plank road had ever sren— 
that of one farmer driving a load o ' 
flour on which lay the dead body of his 
friend and nleghbor, his own team fol- 
lowing along behind, pulling another 
load of flour. . . 

Taylor had accompanied Kueasley to 
McHenry, each taking over a load of 
wheat to be ground into flour, leaving 
home at 7 o'clock. Thev took the 
wheat to the mill, it was ground Into 
flour and they started home about 8 
o'clock.lt was about 9 o'clock that Tay- 
or, sitting on his own load and .smok- 
ng, and calling out to Kneasly some 
trival matter, looked in time to see his 
friend topple back on the bags of flour..

"First, the party was delayed by the 
Illness of Seaman Evans," .Commander 
Evans Gtates, *'and Captain Scott dates 
tho beginning of the fnlluro of Evans 
from the' time of reaching the polo 
For a m6nth after the pole waa left 
behind Evans delayed the party. In 
the descent of a glacier bo fell and 
suffered ^ a concussion, making the 
anxiety regarding him even greater 
His final collapse came on Fob. 17 
After Evans* death the party pushed 
on, but once again the condltlba-of 
one member of the party (Oatea) 
caused delay." 

Commander Evans again atates that 
this failure to maintain a higher speed 
was due to the falling condition of 
poor Captain Oates, who was a con-! 
slant tax on theenergles of the party 
and was rapidly weakening tliem. Dr 
Atkinson, one of the search party, 
found tracea of scurvy on the. three 
dead men. 

The puzzling problem In connection 
with tho disaster Is the strange phrase 
In Captain Scott's dramatic message 
reading: "There has been a shortage 
of fuel, for which 1 cannot account" 

New light Is thrown on the mystery 
by Commander Evans, the successor 
in command of the expedition, In a 
long cable message fromNew Zealand 
to the Dally Express. He doacrlboa 
In detail the flnal dash to the'south 
pole and explains that the shortage of 
fuel was due to the foUure of, the par- 
ty to keep up the average speed ex- 
pected on the return journey. 

"Nine miles- a day was the average 
speed preparedfor," ho says, "but the 
records loft by the dead heroes show 
the average was much below this, fall- 
ing at times to so low aa throe miles 
aday." ' ;

ington as a Birveyor helped lay out 
tho town, and became closely Idontl- 
fled with It, Mount Vernon being only 
nine miles away. Alexandria waa 
Washington's voting placo and his 
market town. Ho was a member of 
lis corporation council, commander of 
local mllltia and n member of its vol- 
unteer Ore company, whllo here in a 
hall that Is atlU well preserved ho at- 
tended the lodge of FYoe Masons of 
which he was a member. 

For nearly CO years the toivn was 
In the District of Columbia, until In 
1S64 that por- 
tion of the orig- 
inal district ly- 
ing on the west 
silo of the Po- 
tomac was ced- 
ed back to Vlr- 
Inla.

tury.' When 
Fairfax parish was created In 1705, 
George Washington, then thirty-three 
years of age. was one of its first ves- 
trymen, Tho church was finished In 
1773, and at the dedication Colonel 
Washington subscribed £30 10s for a 
pew, tho highest price paid. In 'the 
vestry- room the sexton displays tho 
re^iQrd.of the-purchaso of the pew. 

The Washington pew, a roomy, com. 
tortable pew of the square typo, with 
loats running around throe of Ua aides 
&nd a little wooden gate inclosing the 
occupants, is preserved Just as It 
looked when It was occupied by the 
vVashlngton family. On the rail is a 
silver plate Inscribed with a facsimile 
of Washington's, autograph. The seat 
Is now reserved for strangers. Nearly 
every- visitor to the church slta In tho 
pew for brief meditation while the 
caretaker points out features of the 
Interior. On the other side of the 
aisle, half way. down the church. Is 
the pew that was occupied by tho Lee 
family, marked with a silver plate 
bearing a facslmUe of tho signature 
of Robert Edward Lee, commander-in- 
chief of aUe Confederate army. In 
front of the church are two mural tab- 
lets containing tho apostles' creed and 
the Lord's prayer. They have re- 
mained unchanged from the early days 
of the church and are in old-fashioned 
English lettering with "fs Instead 
of "b''s. The conjmunlon table, the 
chancel rail, the reading desk and 
chairs were all here in the days of 
Washington, and so waa tho chandelier 
with- Its 12 candlesticks. At the. en- 
trance to the church is a tablet 
enumerating the six colonels who 
eervod as honorary pallbearers and 
the lloutonanta who were active pall- 
bearers at the funeral of Waahlngton. 
At Fairfax and Cameron streets la 
the most tmpreBsIvo relic In the town 
—the Carlyle house. It was built In 
1745 by John Carlyle, who married 
Sarah Fairfax, daughter of Lord Fair- 
fax, and served at major and commis- 
sary under General Braddock in" the 
French' and Indian wars. 

The old hotel Is now almost Inclosed 
by other buildings. When built Its 
eastern side was on tho jvater's edge, 
while its west portico looked out upon 
Alexandrlo. then a great British me- 
tropolis for the colonlea, with a com- 
merce extending to the West Indlea, 
South America and Europe. The river 
Is now apmo distance away, while the 
front of the old house Is hidden from 
tho Btreot by another hotel built 
around it Enough apace was pro-

vided, however, to furnish a good view 
of tho old, portico and the front side 
of the historic Carlyle house. 

A walk down a cobwebby paaaago or 
two brings ono to the old hotel. The 
guide points out the room In which 
George Washington was offered a com- 
mission In the British army by Gen- 
eral Braddock. - The chamber occu- 
pied by Braddock Is exhibited, in the 
center of It a camp bod used by the 
Brittah general during the French and 
Indian wars. Then there is the *'bluo 
room," mildewed and stained now, In 
which General Braddock held his con- 
ferences with the governors of six of 
the colonies. This council between 
tho governors and the British com- 
manders. General Braddock and Com- 
modore Keppel, led to reaoliitlons re- 
citing that, as tho governors found it 
Imposalblo to raise In their respective 
colonies tho revenue assessed by King 
George, his majesties mlnlatere should 
be asked to find out somo method of 
compelling the raising of the revenue.

Indian attack. Tho building la of inns' 
sive stone, which was brought over 
from England as ballast In ships, and 
it is In good preservation, although ita 
interior Is delightfully dilapidated 
from the point of view of the anti- 
quarian. "Until recently several pieces 
of the original furniture were in tho 
rooms, but they have been purchased 
for a stage setting for a colonial 
drama. A fine mahogany staircase In 
the main hall Is a delightful feature of 
this colonial relic. 

"On thla here stalr\v'ay," recites the 
young woman who acts as guide, 
"Gcorgo Washington met his first de- 
feat. He was coming down those hero 
stairs when the big door there opifl^Tc^d 
and in Walked Miss Sally Fairfax oii' 
her way to lead the minuet. Gporge 
Washington waa only nineteen yoara 
old at the time, but he fell desperately 
in lovo and asked Miss Fairfax to maP- 
ry-hlm. She rejected him. This wa» 
the first and only defeat of the great 
general." 

A flight of dark stone stairs leads 
to the basement rooms, one of which, 
Carlyle's room, la said by the guide 
to have been connected with the river 
bank by an underground passago. 
Nothing remains of this subterranean 
way, it haying been closed up to pre* 
Tent accidents.

A lady, 
discovering the fact, declared that 
she dared not remain after her pain- 
ful experience oh d former occasion 
when thirteen were present.^ To ap- 
pease her tho artist perisuaded one of 
his sons to take hie meal In another 
rooHL That son returned to the room 
at the close of dinner to hear Arnold 
say: 'The Idea is that whoovor leaves 
tho table first will dlo 'within a year;

I 
and these fine strong lads- (pointing 
to two of his fellow guests) will all 
rise together, and 1 think our united 
constitutions will be able to with:
